ACADEMY AND WAR COLLEGE. CAREER: ELECTED PRI SENATOR FROM 
NAYARIT JUNE 1 970; HE REQUESTED LEAVE OF ABSENCE FROM 
SENATE IN DEC 1970 IN ORDER TO ACCEPT NOMINATION HAS CHIEF 
MEXICO CITY POLICE. IN JUNE 1971 HE RESIGNED AS CHIEF 
OF POLICE ( AFTER STUDENT RIOTS TOOK PLACE IN MC) AND

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5. BUDGET. WASHPOST RICH REPORTS SENATE ADMINISTRATIONS 
COMMITTEE YESTERDAY PLEDGED TO SLASH AT LEAST 1.6 BILLIONS 
FROM NIXON' S BUDGET, CHIEFLY BY CUTTING DEFENSE, SPACE 
AND FOREIGN AID OUTLAYS, RICH ADDING THAT FIGURES RE- 
LEASED BY MCCLELLAN INDICATED FUNDS FOR HEALTH AND EDU- 
CATION WOULD BE INCREASED. RICH SAYS DEFENSE SPENDING 
WOULD BE REDUCED BY 1.55 BILLIONS, FOREIGN AID BY 161

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6. COMMENT. WEDNESDAY LATIMES EDITORIAL SAYS BASE 
CLOSINGS HAVE RAISED PREDICTABLE OUTCRY FROM CONGRESSMEN 
AND AFFECTED COMMUNITIES BUT THEY ARE NONETHELESS SENSI- 
BLE. YET TIMES ADDS THAT SENATORS CRANSTON AND TUNNEY ARE 
RIGHT IN DEMANDING THAT THE ECONOMY MOVE ALSO BE APPLIED 
TO US MILITARY BASES OVERSEAS WHERE 1963 INSTALLATIONS AND 
PROPERTIES REMAIN ON BOOKS ALTHOUGH ONLY 297 ARE OF 
SIGNIFICANT SIZE.
